ACCUSES WILLIAM VY. CASHION. 


Young Man Said to Have Repeated 
the Demand in a Lawyer’s 
Office Monday. 


Dr. William J. Say, resident physician 
and superintendent of the St. Louis Poly- 
clinic Hospital, Jefferson and Lucas ave- 
nues, residence 2612 Lucas avenue, visited 
the warrant office at the Four Courts 
Tuesday morning accompanied by an at- 
torney and asked for the arrest of Wil- 
liam V. Cashion on the charge of attempted 
blackmall. 

The story rélated by the physician is sub- 
Stantially as follows: 

“A man called upon me Saturday after- 
noon and represented himself as William 
V. Cashion. He said that his visit was in 
the interest of a certain young woman, 
whose name I do not care just yet to bring 
into the matter. 

“After several preliminary remarks he 
broached the real object of his visit, which 
was to the effect that the girl was the 
victim of my wiles, and that I had resorted 
extremes in endeayoring to save her 
reputation. 

“T was dumfounded by his assertions. 
IL.am acquainted with the person in ques- 
tion, but for a moment was nonplussed by 
the statement. 

“T asked the young man to be more ex- 
plicit and state what I could do for him. 

“His reply was to the effect that all 
parties in the case would dislike the pub- 
licity made necessary by a trial, but if I

Cashion, and thelatter presented a card bear- 
ing that name. He was asked to relate the 
object of his visit, and in response made 
the statement he had made Saturday, fol- 
lowing it up with the same demand for 
$5,000. 

The lawyer then took the young man tn 
hand. He argued with him that $5,000 
was entirely too large a sum to ask, and in- 
@inuated that a smaller amount might sat- 
isfy the young woman. 

“Well,” was the reply, ‘“‘make it $4,000. 

Again the lawyer argued, and the outcome 
Was: 

‘Make it $3,000, then.” 

There was another argument, followed by 
the statement: “Perhaps $2,000 would suf- 
fice.’’ 

This pecullar reverse process to an auc- 
tion sale was meeting with such success 
that the attorney tried it again, with the 
result that $1,000 was named as the amount 
that would heal all wounds,

ITS VICTIMS SOON SUCCUMB. 


Some Persons Believe It Is the Bubonic 
Plague, Brought by Spanish 
Steamers.

NEW YORK, June 1.—At SantiagodeCuba 
a terrible epidemic is raging, says the Sun's 
correspondent in Cuba. Persons attacked 
die in a few hours, after a high and pros- 
trating fever. It is believed by some that it 
is the bubonic plague, brought by Spanish 
steamers.from the Philippines, others think 
it is the Asiatic plague. 

The filth of the city increases the causes of 
contagion. The streets are never cleaned 
and the removal of refuse is left by the 
Spanish authorities to the vultures and 
other birds of prey. The bodies of those 
who die from smallpox, yellow fever and 
other contagious diseases are not buried 
for several days after their death. 

The sanitary condition in Havana/‘tes terri- 
ble beyond description. Epidemic dysentery 
and yellow fever among the Spanish soldiers 
have increased to an alarming extent. It is 
esimated that 20,000 Spanish soldiers are sick 
all over the island.

SACRAMENTO, Cal., June 1.—In passing 
upon the application of Theodore Durrant, 
convicted of the murder of Blanche Lamont, 
for executive clemency, Gov. Budd said: 

“TIT have carefully cons.dered the evidence 
produced at Durrant’s trial. I have inter- 
viewed the witnesses and inquired into their 
characters and credibility. have neard all 
statements made or offered by his atiorneys

arrest of the Indian “Little Whirlwind,” 
known also as Stanley, a graduate of Car- 
lisle, who admits the murder of sheep herder 
Hoover. 

Sheriff Gibb and Deputies Smith and Win- 
ters should arrive among the Cheyennes 
Tuesday morning with warrants for the 
three Indians and the agent, which they will 
attempt to serve, 

White Bull’s band of warriors, numbering

near Ashland, and this will be the scene of 
the first bloodshed should there be any. 
The settlers are not aS well armed as the 
Indians, though arms and ammunition are 
being forwarded as rapidly as possible. 

There are reports that the postmaster at 
Lame Deer was scalped, and that a promi- 
nent cattleman named Anderson was shot, 
but the reports have not been confirmed.

Senator Tillman Says the Dispensary 
Resolution Will. Be Taken to 
the Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 1.~—When 
Senator Tillman was asked to-day for an 
expression concerning the decision of Judge 
Simonton, in the South Carolina dispensary 
ease, he said that the State undoubtedly 
would appeal the case to the Supreme Court 
of the United States. “There is nothing 
else to do,”’ he sald, “‘so far as this case is 
concerned. The State has exh@gusted her 
present resources, and must await upon the 
Supreme Court and Congress.” 

He said the decision practically annulled 
the Wilson act of 1890, and that if it should 
be sustained by the Supreme Court nothing 
would be left but to get Congress to pass 
another law that could be made binding. 
This, Senator Tillman says, he will use his 
efforts to accomplish, but on account of the 
method of proceeding in the House he has 
very little 7 of success during the pres- 
ent session. He thinks the Senate could be 
induced to act if there was any possibility 
of getting action in the Héuse. 

“We don’t surrender the principle,”’ he 
said, “and I shail take some step here to 
maintain it, but just what I shall do, and 
when I shall attempt to do anything will 
necessarily depend upon circumstances.”’

TRUST AFFAIRS ARE SACRED. 


The Senate Committee’s Questions 
Were Not Pertinent and Dealt With 
Subjects Entirely Private. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 1.—In the 
case of John E, Searles, the Sugar Trust 
witness, Judge Bradley this morning or- 
dered the jury to bring in a verdict of ac- 
quittal, holding that the questions asked 
the witness by the Senate Committee were 
not perfinent and if so were not within the 
jurisdiction of the committee. 

The judge's opinion was exhaustive. It 
had been reduced to writing. He pointed 
out that Mr. Searles had testified specif- 
fically that no money had been contributed 
by the Sugar Trust to the national cam- 
paign fund or for the purpose of influenc- 
ing legislation or the election of United 
States Senators. As to the local contribu- 
tions, Mr. Searles had testified that he did 
not know how the contributions had been 
used, by whom or for what purpose, The 
questions put to the defendant were claimed 
to be pertinent to the second and third divi- 
sions of the Senatorial .nquiry, namely, as 
to whether the Sugar Trust had contribu- 
ted sums to campaign funds with the pur- 
ose of influencing the election of a United 
States Senator and whether any Senator 
had been a party to a campact with the 
Sugar Trust. 

Certainly, the Judge said, a simple in- 
vestigation as to whether the Sugar Trust 
had contributed to a campaign fund would 
be an unwarranted search into the private 
affairs of the company, and plainly beyond 
the power of the Senate. The Senate com- 
mittee had reported that no testimony hed 
been produced to show that the Sugar 
Trust had made any contributions to any 
national campaign fund, or for the purpose 
of affecting legislation. If money had gone 
for the purpose of electing members of 
State Legislatures who, in time, would elect 
a United States Senator, it was beyond the 
,ower of the United States Senate to go be- 
ind the elect.on of jegislative members. If 
this were true of State matters how much 
more true was it of local elections. It would 
be the wildest conjecture to assume that 
the money so contr buted in any way had 
gone to make up the sugar schedule. 

It appeared from the report of the com- 


mittee that they were not in possession of | 
the facts upon which they could base the 
most remote hope of showing an ultimate 
connection netween the Sugar Trust’s con- 
tributions and the sugar schedule. Under 
these circumstances it must be held that 
the questions asked were not pertinent, and 
if construed to be pertinent they were an 
unwarranted prying into the private affairs 
of the company and therefore beyond the 
jurisdiction of the Senate. 

Judge Bradley therefore sustained the mo- 
tion of the defense and ordered the jury to 
return a verdict of acquittal. The jury ac- 
cordingly rendered a verdict of not guilty 
and Mr. Searles was free. 

The cases of E. J. Edwards and John 8. 
Schriver, the newspaper correspondents, 
were postponed until next Monday. 


SPLIT HER FACE. 


Charles Steffen Resented Sophia 
Smith’s Refusal to Wed. 


A warrant was issued Tuesday afternoon 
charging Charles Steffen with assaulting 
Sophia Smith with the Intention of killing 


her. 

Miss Smith is a neat-looking young wo- 
man, but her face is a sight. It is slashed 
from the northeast corner to the southwest. 
The forehead bone, the cartilage of the 
nose, the lips and the chin are split wide 
open. 

‘‘Monday night I was called to the door 
of my home at 152% Papin street by loud 
knocking,’’ said Miss Smith. 

‘‘As soor. as I opened the door Charle 
oe was there and he attacked me wit 
a Knife. 

‘“‘I don’t know what else happened. I was 
cut and slashed and finally awoke on the 
floor bleeding and wounded. 

“Steffen was gone and the door was wide 
open.’’ ‘ 

Miss Smith said she had known Steffen 
for a long time and he rad once asked her 
to marry him, but she had refused him. 
She had received several notes from him 
since then, but she had never answered 
them. 

Miss Smith lives with her mother and oc- 
cupies the front room of the house. She 
had been informed that Steffen had said 
that he would either marry or kill her, but 
she did not believe he would try to keep 
his word. 

Steffen lives at 1834 Papin street. The 
warrant Was sent out to be served at 1:30 
p. m., Tuesday.

LAW THAT SKALS THE DOOM OF 
THE SALARY GRAB. 


TWO-THIRDS VOTE REQUIRED. 


Milner’s Friends Are Jubilant Over 
the Discoverey of a Law They 
Had Overlooked. 


The Assembly shall have power, by 
ordinance, passed by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members-elect of each 
house, to create any other office which 
it may deem necessary, and to provide 
for the manner of filling the same. 

This is the requirement of Section 45 of 
Article 14, of the City Charter. It is be- 
lieved to settle the fate of the Uthoff bill. ° 

It has been supposed that only a ma- 
jority vote would be necessary. The dis- 
covery Tuesday of the two-thirds require- 
ment has inspired Street Commissioner 
Milner’s friends with new hope.

Secretary Gage Says the Country Is

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Secretary Gage 
has returned to the city from Cincinnati, 
where he was a guest at the banquet given 
last Friday by the Commercial Club of that 
city to the visiting clubs from Chicago, 


Boston and St. Louis. Mr. Gage said that 
a feeling of impatience seemed to be gen- 
eral among the people at the delay in the 
passage of the tariff bill.

THE UTHOFF GRAB. 

The suggestion of the Post-Dispatch 
that the books of the Street Commission- 
er’s office, giving itemized expenditures 
of that department for the last fiscal year, 
might afford a basis of correct judgment 
as to the Uthoff bill, has led to the pub- 
lication of figures showing that bill to be 
simply a scheme to swindle the tax-pay- 
ers for the benefit of the Filley hoodlums. 

It may be assumed that tax-payers, if 
they favor any increase at all, prefer that 
the money shall go into actual work on 
the streets rather than into salaries for 
supernumeraries. The statement of the 
Street Commissioner’s office is not so de- 
tailed as to show just how much of the 


_ $180,000 spent last year went into actual 


work by workingmen on the streets, but 
they show that it took $122,000 paid in sal- 
aries to men to oversee and inspect the 
work of men, carts and teams, for which 
$58,000 was paid; in other words, one dol- 
lar for work to more than two dollars 
for superintendence. 

The tax-payers will conclude that even 
this is vastly out of proportion, But 
the Uthoff bill, increasing the swartna 
of overseers and inspectors, proposes to 
make the ratio nearly three to one. It 
will increase the total from $180,000 to 

222,000 in round numbers, nearly $45,000 
of which is for salaries of officers. 

The Uthoff bill proposes to pay three 
dollars to get one dollar’s worth of actual 
street work,

THE COSSACK IS COMING. 

One of Napoleon’s sayings was that in 
a hundred years Europe would be Repub- 
lican or Cossack, The prediction is be- 
ing realized. 

Russia is using the so-called “European 
concert” as an instrument to subserve her 
own ambition. It was Russia that en- 
couraged the war between Turkey and 
Greece by strengthening the Turks in 
their determination not to cede Crete to 
Greece. This end was served all the 
more effectually because, while inspiring 
the Turks to resist the claims of the 
Greeks and Cretans, Russia was appar- 
ently actingy as a part of the concert to 
preserve the peace. 

The war came, and the result, which 
could be clearly foreseen by those famil- 
iar with the comparative strength of the 
combatants, had been discounted at St. 
Petersburg. Then came a remarkable 
exhibition of Russian influence. 
the Concert of the Powers had been pow- 
erless to accomplish im arresting the con- 
quering march of the Turks, Russia did 
by a telegram from the Czar to the Sul- 
tan. And now King George of Greece 
appeals directly to the Czar, after a®eom 
ference with the Russian Minister at 
Athens, urging him to intervene in be- 
half of Greece. Thus both victor and 
vanquished turn to the Cossack as the 
arbiter of Europe. 

Equal to the triumph of Russia is the 
humiliation of the Powers in the “con- 
cert,”’ and particularly of England, 
which has been the mainstay of the con- 
cert which the Czar has used to promote 
the dominance of Russia. Salisbury, in 
scheming to check Russian preponder- 
ance, has furnished the means to make 
that preponderance felt and acknowl- 
edged. 

The aim of Russian diplomacy and of 
Russia’s double dealing in the matter of 
the Greco-Turkish war is now obvious. 
It is nothing less than to make Russia 
the arbiter of Europe. And England, 
whose tortuous policy in the East for half 
a century has been dictated by the desire 
to thwart Russia’s plans, may now have 
the satisfaction of perceiving that she has 
disgraced herself and destroyed her own 
prestige while helping along the game 
which the Romanoffs have been playing 
during that whole period. The road to 
Constantinople is open, and Russian 
troops will traverse it whenever the Czar 


chooses to give the word.

MURDEROUS FENDERS AGAIN. 
It is either mere chance or because par- 


children that we have not been frequently 
shocked’ of late by street car accidents 
such as that which had for its victim little 
Mary Grace on Monday night. It is evi- 
dent that the fenders in use in St. Louis 
cannot be credited with the comparative 
safety that has been enjoyed. The fend- 
ers are practically worthless, and the 
street car companies in using such fend- 
ers are guilty of the blood of every victim 
that is sacrificed by them. 

The stiff wooden fender has been con- 
demned by every person of common sense. 
No one expects such fenders to save life. 
The bent steel, or ‘“‘cradle and cushion” 
fender, such as is in use on some of the 
lines, is supposed to save life, and some- 
times does so. In the case of young 
children, however, it has frequently 
seemed only to add to the danger. By 
itself this fender is inefficient. It ought 
to be reinforced in the way the makers 
of this style of fender intended, 

The Post-Dispatch has no desire to ad- 
vertise one style of fender as against 
others. But while lives are being sac- 
rificed it is a duty to point out that this 
fender, which is probably the best yet 
invented, is not complete as used in this 
city. The full equipment includes a 
straight apron, immediately behind the 
car platform, and a_ wheel guard, 
shaped. of curved steel, like a 
smaller fender, just in front of the 
wheels, The companies using this fender 
in St. Louis, for purposes of economy, 
ignored the apron and wheel guard. This 
false economy has cost several lives. 

The fender equipment of St. Louis street 
cars is a disgrace to the city. And the 
companies need not to be expected to 
improve on it until the public supports 
the Post-Dispatch in condemning the un- 
necessary slaughter by such fenders,

Standard Oil in the Senate. 
From the New York Journal. 


The Sugar Trust is not the only monopoly | 


that has ‘influence’ w th the United States 
Senate. The latter body of speculators 
serves two masters. One is the Standard 
Oil Trust. Evidence of this has just come 


to light through the action of the Senate | 


Finance Committee on the pending tariff 
bill. When that measure was under con- 
sideration tin plate manufacturers demand. 
ed a high tariff on their product and the 
elimination of the drawback clause under 
which the manufacturer is given most of 
the duty he has paid if his wares are sent 
out of the country. The tin plate, manu- 
facturers appealed to their employes to aid 
them in securing a high tariff, using that 
time-worn phrase, “high tariff means high 
wages,” with good effect. The employes, 
most of them members of the Amalgamated 
Association, sent long petitions to the Rep- 
resentatives and finally gained their point. 
The tariff was fixed at 15 cents a pound, 
and it was decided that no drawback shoud 
be allowed. 

Then the measure went to the Senate, and 
the Standard Oil men appeared on the 
scene. They had remained perfectly quiet 
while the House was cons‘dering tariff, but 
when the bill was sent to the Senate they 
became active. The Standard Oil Trust 
uses millions of pounds of tin plate every 
year. Much of its preduct goes abroad in 
tin cans, and if the tariff bill went through 
the Senate in the terms it left the House 
the Oil Trust would get no drawback. By 
a threat to combine with Carnegie and go 
into the tin plate business themselves the 
oil men stifled the tin plate manufacturers 
and made them turn squarely around. This 
accomplished, an Oil Trust representative 
and a few of the humble tin plate men went 
to Washington. They had an interview 
with the members of the Senate Finance 
Committee. The result was ent rely satis- 
factory. The tariff on tin plate was placed 
at 1.4 cents a pound and the drawback 
clause restored. 

Many questions arise as to the reason for 
the Senators obeying the order of the 
Standard Oil Trust. Are some of them 
speculating in oil as well as in sugar? Do 
any of them own stock in the trust? Were 
any of them elected to their places by Stand. 
ard Oil money? 

Here is another job. for Senator Tillman. 
While trying to throw Light on the mystery 
of the sugar octopus’ hold on his co-labor- 
ers, let him turn the rays on this oil deal.

THAT WON'T WORK. 


DEMOCRATS HOPE TO ELECT 
JUDGES IN ILLINOIS, — 


Their Rearrangement of the Third Ju- 
dicial District May Not Have 
the Effect Intended. 


In lese than a week the judicial elections 
will be held in Illinois. Interest has great- 
ly increased during the last few days, and 
both Democratic and Republican leaders 
are quietly working to get out the vote. 

A special effort in this direction is being 
made by the Democrats in the Third Dis- 
trict, just acrogs the river. In this district 
the Democracy is conffonted by the recent 
gerrymander made with a special view to 
“sinching’ the district for Republicans, 
The district embraces the seven counties 
of Madison, Bond, St. Clair, Washington, 


Perry, Randolph and Monroe. Under the 
late rea Rortlonment the Democratic strong- 
holds of Marion and Clinton were loppes 
off, leaving the Democrats to fight the Re- 
publican majority of 2,08 recorded in No- 
vember, 1896. 

The Democrats have an excellent ticket, 
headed by Judge Carroll C. Boggs for the 
Supreme Bench and Hons. Benjamin R. 
Burroughs, Martin W. Schaffer and William 
Hartzell for Circuit Judges. The opposition 
ticket is represented by Hon. David J 
Baker, whose term on the Supreme Bench 
will = next Monday, and Hons. Ben- 
jamin H. Canby, Henry Clay Horner and 
R. W. 8. Wheatley for the Circuit Bench. 

The total voting population in the district 
is about 538,000, but there is little belief that 
more than 60 per cent of the vote will be 
polled next Monday. The Democrats are 
relying on the excellence of their ticket 
and the weak spots in the Republican 
ticket for their success. The popularity 
of Judge Burroughs and the splig in the 
ranks of the Republican party in Madi- 
son County and other sections, will ma- 
terially aid the Demecmey in their fight. 

Madison County Po McKinley a plural- 
ity of 1,100 last fall, but it is predicted by 
Judge Burroughs’ friends that he will car- 
ry the county by from 400 to 6500. 

The Democracy is certain of a victory in 
Randolph, Perry and Monroe counties, 
leaving Washington and St, Clair counties 
as the uncertain quantities. 

In these two counties is a big German 
vote. The German Republican voters in 
Washington and St. Clair counties are mak- 
ing war on R. W. 8S. Wheatley on account 
of his alleged Prohibition proclivities. 

It is said the German yote will be cast al- 
most ag a unit for the Democratic ticket. 

The Democrats have assurances that the 
Populist vote will be solid for Judges 
Boggs, Burroughs, Schaeffer and Hortzell. 
Judge Schaeffer is the law partner of Hon. 

eg Dill of Belleville, whom the Popu- 
lists strongly favored as a candidate for 
Circuit Judge and who withdrew from the 
canvass in the interest of Judge Schaeffer. 
There is no split in the People’s Party in 
this direction. Four or five alleged Popu- 
lists living in Belleville and East St. Louts 
have called a meeting in East St. Louts 
this evening in the interest of the Republl- 
can ¢andidates, but the proceedings wil! 
probably be tame and not affect the re- 
sults next Monday. 
* The meeting is being engineered by John 
C. Harder of Fast St. Louis and Louis Quell- 
malz of Belleville. The latter is charged 
with thaving bolted the action of the reg- 
ular Populists because Congressman Jehu 
Baker did not make him his private secre- 
tary for playing into the hands of the Re- 
publican. ticket last fall. 

‘“‘We expect to poll at least 20,000 votes out 
of the 35,000 votes that will be cast next 
Monday in the Third District, and that will 
give us a nice little margin to shake in the 
face of the fellows who went to the Illinois 
Legislature and endeavored to steal a Demo. 
cratia diStrict,’’ said a staunch Democrat.

“When they are out on the track it is all 
right, because it gingers a horse up just 
right to have the band playing. It’s in the 
stable that the trouble comes in.” 

Col. Gray is one of the leading Missouri 
breeders, and has done as much for the 
thoroughbred as any man _in the State. He 
breeds to Faustus and Free Knight, and 
has had remarkable success. Among the 
successful ones this season of his breeding 
are Free Fun, Night Gown, Sorrow and 
Free Lady. Bobby Beach, Johnny Heck- 
sher and First Ward, all of which he sold 
for high prices, were some of Col. Gray’s 
colts. He generally manages to turn up 
every spring with half a dozen or more 
youngsters, who literally burn things when 
they start. 

Col. Gray can recite pedigrees for hours 
at a time and never miss a line.

LITTLE MARY GRACE’S' LIFE 
CRUSHED OUT. 


AWFUL SHOCK TO THE MOTHER. 


Saw Her Child’s Mangled Body, Went 
Mad With Grief and Fainted 
on the Sidewalk. 


Little Mary Grace, 6-year-old daughter of 
James K. Grace, was ground to death under 
the wheels of car No. 252 of the Union Depot 
Co.’s Fair Grounds line at Twenty-third and 
Benton streets, Monday evening. 

Mrs. Grace and Mary had been visiting 
relatives only a block away from the scene 
of the tragedy. 

Mary played all afternoon with other lit- 
tle girls in the neighborhood. 

She was playing tag when the trolley car 
bore down on her and crushed out her life. 

Cars had passed and repassed all after- 
noon and none of the children thought of 


track. 

The car that did the ‘deadly work had 
stopped for a passenger at Benton street, 
30 feet south of where the children were 
playing. 

When Motorman Frank O’Keefe turned 
on the power Mary Grace was running 
backwards toward the car track. 

The motorman applied his brake as a pre-

caution, though the child was still several 
feet from the track. In another instant 
Mary slipped and fell backward and direct- 
ly across the rail. 

With all his strength Motorman O'Keefe 
tightened the brake. Still the car sped on. 
Then he reversed ¢he machinery. 

Even as his hand touched the lever the 
car gave that horrible jolt that railroad men 
never forget. 

Three minutes later a man was puShing his 
way through a crowd toward the pavement. 
In his arms was the crushed, bleeding and 
lifeless body of the little girl. 

Mrs. Grace joined the crowd as the man 
reached the pavement. 

She looked over other people’s shoulders 
into the blood covered little face. Then she 
went mad with erief. She fought wildly to 
reach the man who held her child. She tore 
her own hair as she pushed througn the 
crowd, and when she touched her darling’s 
face she fell in a swoon to the pavement. 

The mother and her baby’s mangled body 
were taken ‘home by friends. 

Motorman O’Keefe did all in his power to 
prevent the accident, but the little girl’s life 
was sacrificed to the false economy of the 
street railway company. With. a brake de- 
signed to stop a car within a reasonable 
distance, the accident could have been 
averted.

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PULLMAN PORTER 
GOES INTO COURT. 


CLAIMS HE WAS DEFRAUDED BY 
THE COMPANY. 


A WAY TO REDUCE EXPENSES. 


John T. Brown Says the Porters Have 
to Pay for What They 
Never Get. 


If half the story told by John T. Brown, 
colored, is true, “Duke” Pullman is as hard 
a task master as he has ever been pictured. 
Brown's recital also shows that the elec- 
tion of McKinley did not bring the whirl- 
wind of prosperity promised by the orators 
who orated from the rear end of Pullman 
cars throughout the country during the 
last campaign. 

Brown is plaintiff in a suit which !s to 
be tried in Justce Simmons’ court Thurs- 
day. He sues for the collection of wages 
to the amount of $87. Until recently Brown 
was a buffét car employe running between 
St. Louis and Nashville. Here is his story 
as related to John Fensky, of the Temple 
Building, the attorney engaged to prosecute 
the case. 

Brown says the Pullman company agreed 
to pay him a salary of $25 per month. His 
duties were numerous. He made himself 
generally useful in the buffet department 
in addition to doing porter work. On leav- 
ing terminal points the negroes in the Pull- 
man service are required to sign an itemized 
receipt for the stock of linen and table sup- 
plies sent out. The stock is put on the 
car and the signing of the receipt is done 
such a short time before starting that the 
negro-has no time to take an inventory to 
see if he really has everything for which he 
is giving a receipt. He simply signs the 
receipts In the midst of a rush of work in- 
cident to starting and trusts to luck for 
results. That is all he can do if he retains 
his job with the Pullman company. When 
he reaches the end of his run a commissary 
officer of the company checks up the stock. 
He has the receipt signed by the negro and 
this he compares with the stock on hand. 
If anything shown on the receipted list can 
not be found, the value of it is charged 
to the negro. The strange part of it, so 
Brown relates, is that the commissary of- 
ficer always discovers a shortage. Brown 
Says he was docked ,$6 some months, $10 
some times and once the amount was raised 
to $16. This much in one month taken from 
a $25 salary left a very small margin. 

Brown had been told that to protest was 

equivalent to losing his job and as long as 
the shortage did not go beyond $10 monthly, 
he remained passive, But $16 was too much 
for him. He raised an objection and was 
fired summarily, he says. According to 
Brown's figures he was docked $87 during 
the few months he was employed by the 
Pullman Company and this amount is what 
~ seeks to recover by the suit that is pend- 
ng. . 
Attorney Fensky has made a thorough 
investigatign of Brown’s case and he de- 
clares the negro has just cause for action. 
Brown is authority for the statement that 
other negroes in the Pullman service are 
treated in the same manner. On a general 
average from a third to half of the wages 
are taken up in the payment of shortages. 
It is the positive understanding among the 
negroes that they protest at the -peril of 
their jobs. This condition has a quieting 
effect and the black men work on in si- 
lence, It is the culm'nating paint of the 
average negro’s ambDition to enter the Pull- 
man service and ag a general rule they will 
submit to almost anything rather than lose 
their places. A str ke would bring no re- 
lief for there is lack of organization and 
thousands of other negroes stand ready to 
fill the vacancies. 

Brown its one of the few colored men who 
“talked sassy’’—as he puts it—and thereby 
lost his job. In telling his troubles to Law- 
yer Fensky he put it thus: 

“At the end of the line, they charge us up 
with stuff that ought to have been sent out 
with the car, but wasn’t.” 

The Brown case is being watched with 
much interest by Pullman employes, and the 
decision will establish a precedent,

LEASE OF THE GRAND TRUNK’S 
MAIN LINE. 


GOOD THING FOR ST. LOUIS. 


Trains Will Run Through to Buffalo 
Without Being Subjected to De- 
lays by Rival Roads. 


Wabash officials are much elated at their 
successful efforts to improve their connec- 
tion with the Eastern seaboard. These ne- 
gotiations have been in progress some time 
and have cost General Manager Ramsay 


some sleepless hours. 

Success has at last crowned his efforts. 
Hereafter, by a lease of the track privileges 
of the Grand Trunk in Canada, the Wabash 
will be enabled to send its trains from Kan- 
sis City, St. Louis and Chicago, through 
without any break or disturbance to Sus- 
pension Bridge. By an arrangement with 
the Erie. the trains will run direct to Buf- 
falo, there having the choice of half a 


dozen routes to Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia. The leased track privileges 
in Canada extend from Windsor, opposite 
Detroit, through London, Guelph and Ham- 
ilton to Suspension Bridge. 

The new deal goes inte effect June 13, 
and as it will open up a new and first-class 
route to New York and Boston, and all the 
big summer resorts of the Hast, the news 
is of general interest. 

General Manager Ramsay of the Wabash 
{s out of the city, but his secretary, Mr. 
Byrne, gives interesting details. He said; 

“The Wabash has long felt the need of 
Fastern connections which would not con- 
flict with other interests in St. Louis. You 
all know how we have been handicapped at 
Detroit and Toledo by the fact that our on- 
ly Eastern outlets at those points had St. 
louis interests also. At Toledo we had to 
depend’ on the Michigan Southern, and at 
Detroit on the Michigan Central—both Van- 
derbilt roads. It is quite apparent that, as 
the Vanderbilts have a St. Louis route to 


1 the East of their own, they were not going 


to break their necks to — handle our 
business, and they didn’t. he best we 
could ever get at Detroit was the hauling of 
a sleeper over the Mighigan Central, which 
we called the Niagara Falls Short Line, 
was a good route, but we couldn't control 
it. We never knew when the Michigan Cen- 
tral might not forget to attach our car, and 
leave our. through — passengers 

tanding on a side track. 
elt wae the same at Toledo. The Michi- 
gan Southern took our business when there 
wasn’t other business that paid them better. 
They were not going to use up engine power 
to haul our stuff to Cleveland when they 
knew there was a lot of through Vanderbilt 
business waiting for them over the old Bee 
line from St. Louls. 

“This deal removes all such difficulties, 
We shall run our own passengers, on our 
own trains, with our own engines and train 
crews clear through to Buffalo. 

“There we shall divide the business with 
the roads that treat us the best. We shall 
have the Erie, Lackawanna, Lehigh Valley, 
Pennsyivania and West Shore to choose 
from, and the roads that do the best for us 
and our patrons will get our businesd." 

Mr. Byrne said the first thing would be to 
invite summer passenger travel over the 
new route. Every ticket sold in Kansas 
City, St, Louis, Chicago and Intermediate 
points on the Wabash system will call for a 
twenty-four hours’ stopover at Niagara 
Falls, Tater in the season Richland Springs 
Saratoga, Chautauqu’ Lake and other re- 
sorts may have the same privilege. Two ex- 
press trains will run from St. Louis. 

One will leave in the morning and the 
other in the evening. On the morning 
train the through New York and Boston 
sleepers will go mast from Buffalo over the 
West Shore. The night train from St. Lou s 
will land its passengers in Buffalo at 6:10 
p. m. the next day, and the sleepers will be 
sent to New York over the Erie. s
